The 15th there was another Conference, when no- 
thing was done becaufe Monfieur Wachflager was 
indifoos'd but a new one is appointed to be held the 
17th, Mean “time we have Advicc, that the King’s 
Party increafes daily ; and that Monfieur Smiegelski 
has by his Excurfions much incommoded the Swedith 
Troops commanded by General Rein{child, who lyes 
near Pilere. The Nobility of Nur and of another 
neighbouring Palatinate, being joyn’d by a Party of 
the Troops of Lithuania, have failen upon fome Swe- 


dith Forces at Nur, and cur them ail in pieccs, giving 


no Quarter. 

Leiden, May 29. Letters from Cracow of the i7¢h 
of this Month advife, That the King ot Poiand is ac 
prefent at Gorzice near Sendomir; And that all his 
Army is Marching to the place appoin'ed for their
